High Tension in Washington Follows 
Disappointing German Reply 
and Mexican Situation 


Twenty-four Racers Dash Away in Annual 
500-Mile Auto Classic at Indianap- 
olis Speedway 


' Washington, May 31.—Two interna- 
tional problems—the one a crisis in -the 
relations between the United States and 
Germany, and the other the detennina- 
tion of 
the administration to bring 
about an early cessation 
of 
internal 
warfare in Mexico—developed for Presi- 
dent Wilson today, a combination of 
circumstances hardly paralleled in Amer- 
ican history. 


The president had prepared a state- 
ment to be issued tomorrow as a warn- 
ing to the Mexican factions that their 
incessant strife had forced the innocent 
populace to the verge of starvation, and 
that unless the chief elements came to 
an agreement to restore order, some oth- 
er means would have to be fotind by 
the United States to accomplish this 
end. 


There was a confidence in executive 
quarters that the warning would suffice 
to set in motion definite plans for peace 
In Mexico, but in respect of the rela- 
tions with Germany, made increasingly 
grave by the reply from Berlin to the 
American note as a consequence of the 
tusifania disaster, pessimism and high 
tension were apparent. 


Official Text Arrives. 


The official text of tlie (notn from Ger- 
many had arrived and .was before the 
president early today. 
Officials gener- 
ally read it with profound disappoint- 
ment, for they pointed out it endeavored 
to obscure and evade the main .issue— 
the questions of humanity involved— 
and sought 
to 
interpose 
a technical 
argfinnent on matters of . law hitherto 
undisputed under the uiniversally accept- 
ed laws of nations. 


Most important of all, it 'vças noted, 
that no attention was given to the re- 
quest of the United Sates for assur- 
ance that 
American 
lives 
would be 
safeguarded in the future. 


The course of the United States gov- 
ernment is expected to be shaped by 
the president before the day js over and 
will be discussed at tomorrow's cabinet 
meeting. 
Through Ambassador Gerard 
the president has known for 
several 
days of the disappointing character of 
the German note. What his action will 
be is unknown to any one but himself— 
if, indeed, he has formed definite' con- 
clusions. 


From previous knowledge of the pres- 
ident's feeling over the Lusitania dis- 
aster in winch more than 100 Americftna 
lost their lives, 
it 
is confidently be- 
lieved in many quarters that he will 
order the dispatch of a second note to 
Berlin within twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours, answering Germany's re- 
quest for the facts of the Lusitania's 
cargo and equipment with a re-state- 
ment of 
the 
circumstances as made 
clear in.the first American note and an 
intimation that a prompt reply is ex- 
pected. 


Reference, it is believed, wilj be made 
to the understanding of the American 
government 
that 
another 
American 
vessel—the Nebraskan—has 
been tor 
pedoed without warning while the dip- 
lomatic discussion was in progress and 
urgent inquiry, it is thought, will be 
made as to what effective measitres Avjll 
be taken by the Germain government to 
prevent 
the 
further 
destruction 
of 
American lives and property. 


Never Before Disputed. 


Legal officers of the United 
States 
government say the American point of 
view on the legal questions involved has 
never been disputed in the past by Ger- 
many or any other nation of the world 
in any of the essential features. ' 


Analyzing the reply it was pointed 
out that the German acceptance of re- 
sponsibility for attacks on the Ameri- 
can ships Gulflight 
and 
the Gushing, 
with expressions of regret and offers of 
reparation, could not aid materially in 
clearing up the situation since it was 
declared in the American mote such 
promises do not 
remove a dangerous 
practice. 


Hold View is Proven. 


This view it is held is proved by the 
attack on the Nebraskan and the ab- 
sence of any assurance that Americans 
on unarmed merchant ships of any flag 
in the future will be transferred to a 
place of safety before such ship is de- 
stroyed as a prize of war. 
Only attacks 
on American vessels even though hostile 
intent may be disavowed in each case ra 
regarded by American officials as con- 
stituting in total effect a hostile prac- 
tice.

NOTABLE MEN TAKE 
PART IN PROGRAM 


Shaft 
Reared 
Sevei^teen 
Years After Disaster 
at Havana. 


Washington, D. C., IVlay 31.—Unveil- 
ing and dedication of the Maine Memor- 
ial monument, erected by the govern- 
ment to the dead of the battleship de- 
stroyed seventeen years ago in Havana 
harbor, was the principal feature of Me- 
morial day ceremonies in Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery. 


President Wilson, 
Secretary 
Bryan, 
Secretary Daniels and Governor Frank 
B. Willis of Ohio were on the program 
more thoroughly national in its scope 
than ever, since General John A. Logan 
established services of the kind forty- 
seven years ago. 


The monument dedicated to the Maine 
dead is the mainmast and fighting top 
of the battleship which long lay imbed- 
ded with other wreckage in the bottom 
of Havana harbor. Restored and rigged 
as it was on the deck of the Maine it 
now arises from a granite and marble 
base chisselled in the form of a gun 
turret with names of the Maine's 
264 
victims carved on its curved exterior. 


In the presence of veterans of the civ- 
11 and-Spanish-American wars, the presi- 
dent, cabinet, justices of the supreme 
court, diplomats of foreign nations and 
heads of patriotic organizations of the 
United States, the fitting memorial was 
todfy unveiled. 
Fifty Avhite-uniformed 
marines manned the improvised rigging 
designed after the old rat-lines of the 
destroyed ship as the veil fell. This ex- 
ercisfe followed an invocation by 
Rev. 
Father Chidwick, chaplain of the Maine 
at the time of her destruction. 


As part of the ceremony Frank Bag- 
ley Daniels and Jonathan Worth Dan- 
iels, sons of the secretary of the navy 
and-nephews of Ensign Worth Baglej^ 
the first American officer killed in the 
war with Spain, raised an ensign to the 
top of the mast and hoisted signal flags 
flaring to the breeze the words, "Maine, 
1915." The youths, clad in sailor suits, 
were attended by Mrs. Adelaide Worth 
Bagley and IMrs. Josephus Daniels, moth- 
er and sister of Ensign Bagley. 
Secre- 
tary Daniels was on the program for the 
dedicatory address. 
On the program at 
this ceremony also were Major Cliarles 
F. Cramer, commander-in-chief. United

Elaborate ceremonies characterized the 
memorial to the civil war dead under au- 
spices of officers of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and Woman's Relief corps 
They were held in the historic, vine-cov- 
ered amphitheater on the crest of 
the 
Arlington grounds overlooking the na- 
tional capitol. 
John McElroy,

master of ceremonies, to introduce Presi- 
dent Wilson and other speakers includ- 
ing Past Commander A. P. Tasker, Past 
Department Commander George H. Slay-

flowers today to the graves of Washing 
ton, Grant, Harrison, McKinley and sev- 
eral other former presidents and also 
to the grave of Gen. Joseph "V^Tieel.er, the 
confederate and Spanish war leader.

Falaba to transfer 
her 
passengers—a 
point that has never been satisfa«torily 
established. 
The Falaba case, however, 
is only incidental to the American pro- 
test over the German method of con- 
ducting submarine warfare and is not 
as vital from a legal point of view as 
the torpedoing without warning of the 
Lusitania. 


Germany's contention that the Iaisi- 
tania was built as an auxiliary cruiser 
and was on the British naval list and 
that it was armed with cannon was met 
with the statement in official quarters 
that the merchant ships of all nations 
may be commandeered by the respective 
governments in times of war, but the 
change from a peaceful merchantman to 
an armed auxiliarr naval vessel is a 
proceeding of such a distinct charactcr 
as to leave no doubt as to when it has 
taken place. 


Carried No Guns, Says Report 


Great Britain's practice always has 
been it was pointed out to place a com- 
missioned naval officer in command of 
converted merchantmen which are com- 
mandeered only in home ports and to 
equip the vessel with guns.

Neither, it is contended, has traffic in 
arms and ammunition been regarded as 
warranting the destruction of any im- 
armed merchant men Avithout previous 
visit and search. 


As to the citation of provisions of 
American law on the question of car- 
rying passengers on ships transporting 
munitions of war, attention was callcd 
to decisions in 1911, when the Amer- 
ican government assumed that the fed- 
eral statutes applied not to cartridges, 
but to self-exploding material such as 
dynamite and nitroglycerin.

would bring the Araericaii people each Decoration day year after 
year to strew flowers not alone upon the graves of those who now lie 
iilent, but upon the graves of those now in the full bloom of life, the 
strongest of present day young manhood and of countless boys who 
are today yet tuggiug at their mothers' apron strings. 
We think if 
the silent forms sleeping beneath flower-strewn mounds today could 
be given voice once more they would recount not the glories of war, 
but the blessings of peace. 


So as we ])ay to these heroes today the ungrudging tribute and 
kindle anew the fires of a patriotic memory that is sacred, let it be 
with a prayer not only that the memory of their deeds shall be an en- 
during one, but that the peace they won for American firesides shall 
continue unbroken.

Submarine operations, it appears, are being conducted at a point 
much nearer Indiana than the European war zone. 
Farmers along 
the Indiana shore of Lake INIichigan are taking up the legal cudgel 
against the "saini-suckers"—contractors who, with giant dredges, 
are taking immense f|nantities of sand from Indiana waters of the 
lake. As a commercial product, secured without expense other than 
dredging, this comes in competition with Indiana land-owers whose 
principal source of income is the sale of tlie sand dunes which adorn 
their ancestral acres. 
They contend not only that they cannot com- 
pete against such a game as that, but that as a matter of fact the 
sand taken from the lake is practically stolen. 
Moreover, the attor- 
ney general has rendered an opinion ihat the Indiana farmers are 
right about it, and that the state is entitled to recover for every car- 
load of sand which the "suckers" have taken from the lake. 


New descriptions of the suffering from lack of food and other 
deprivation in Mexico make it appai'ent that conditions there are 
most sickening, and in truth it musst be said there is little prospect 
of improvement unless it is brought about by outside sources, which 
means, of course, some action by your Uncle Samuel. 
One of the 
amazing phases of the Mexican turmoil has been that with produc- 
tive energy halted by continuous revolution the people have so long 
escaped actual starvation. 
Still another profound mystery is how 
the various factions have been able to finance the conflict through all 
these weary months—for it requires money to operate even the sort 
of warfare that has been gripping Mexico. 


Something of the monumental task which Indiana is performing 
in caring for its dependents is disclosed in a report just issued which 
shows that in the eighteen institutions under this classification there 
is now a total of 12,208 inmates. Maintenance cxpeditures alone for 
the past six months aggregated $1,332,795.93. 
In the light of these 
figures it is apparent that there is justification for whatever is avail- 
able in the way of effective preventive measures that would tend to 
lower the ratio of delinquents, either by education or improved en- 
vironment before the state is forced to assume the burden. The prob- 
lem is becoming an increasingly serious one for Indiana, as well as 
for her sister states. 


James K. Risk, of Lafayette, is out in a letter in which he makes 
it plain that if he is sufficiently urged he will consent to carry the 
banner of progressive democracy in the race for the gubernatorial 
chair in Indiaiia next year. 
And it may be observ^ed that Mr. Risk's

Stevenson, Cal., May 31.—"Today will 
be the first Decoration day in the past 
fifty years that my grave in the Alton 
(111.) cemetery has.not been decorated." 


It was John W. Franse, the "man who 
has been dead fifty years," speaking. He 
is eighty-one years old and lives on a 
ranch a few miles outside of Stevenson. 


For fifty long, weary years his sister 
placed flowers on her brother's grave ev- 
ery Decoration day—or rather on the 
grave she thought was her brother's for 
she had been told that he died after be- 
ing captured in the civil war. 


Then only a few weeks ago as the 
result of a chance remark she learned 
that her brother was alive and well in 
California. 
Their reunion quickly fol- 
lowed—and this year she wih be spared 
the sad trip to "the graveyard in Alton 
—the trip she had faithfully made once 
a year for fifty long years. 


"I found my sister," Franse continued, 
"in Kirkwood, Mo., a 
suburb of 
St. 
Louis, and now her annual pilgrimage to 
the spot under which she thought I was 
buried, is to be discontinued, for a while, 
at least. 


"She is Mrs. W. H. Marvin, now; and 
virtually all of her life she has been a 
stranger to me, and I to her." 


During the civil war Franse was a 
member of the Army of i\Iissouri, and 
fought under the stars and bars until h e . 
was captured bv federal soldiers in the 1 
battle of Helena, Ark. 
With other pris- 
oners he Avas taken to the Alton (111.) 
prison. 


His father, John Franse, of Hannibal, 
Mo., heard of the capture of his son, and 
stai-ted for Alton to see if he could ob- 
tain his release. 
On the way he met 
friends from his home town, and was 
told by them over half the prisoners at 
Alton had died, his son among tlie num- 
ber. 


Sadlv the father retraced his steps, 
and his grief hastened his death. 
Mrs. 
Franse educated 
her children, 
among 
them Minnie Franse. now Afrs. Marvin.

mother and the daughter strewed flowers 
over the grave, and pledged themselves 
to continue the custom on every Decora- 
tion da 3'. 


John W. Franse, the veteran who was 
"dead for fifty years," and sketches tell- 
ing his life and "death" story. 


When her mother died Mrs. Marvin 
kept the pledge. 
Each, y ear her prepa- 
rations to go to Alton took precedence 
of all other plans, and faithfully, for 
fifty years, she visited the all but aban- 
doned cemetery, and refreshed the little 
mound with flowers. 


Three weeks ago a friend of jMrs, Mar- 
vin's mot a friend from California. The 
latter, in describing the golden 
west, 
told an anecdote in which the name of 
Franse was mentioned. 


Mrs. Marvin's friend was curious; she, 
too, knew a Franse, or rather a woman 
v.ho had been a Miss Franse; could they 
be related?

The Californian replied she

the Franse she knew once lived in Mis- 
souri, Init many, man.y years ago.

President Wilson Talks 
About War and Warriors 


(The following has been taken from 
a Memorial day address by 
President 
Wilson. 
There are in it lines of espe- 
cial significance and valuable advice.) 


(By Woodrow Wilson.)

men. 


That is their unique achoiA-ement, un- 
exampled anvAvhere else in the annals of 
mankind, that the A'ery men Avhom they 
overcame in battle join in praise and 
gratitude that the union 
was 
saved. 
There is something peculiarly beautiful 
touching about that. 
Wlienever a man 
vrho is still trying to dcA-ote himself 
to the servico of the nation comesinto 
a presence like this, or into a place like 
this, his spirit must be peculiarly mov- 
ed.

in order fhat he himself may obtain gain 
ond prosperity. And just as soon as the 
tasks of peace arc performed in the spir- 
it of self-sacrifice and dcA-otion, peac# 
society Avill not be necessary. 
The very 
organization of society Avill be a guaran- 
tee of peace. 


We admire physical courage, but Ave 
admire aboAe all else, moral courage. 
I 
believe that soldiers Avill bear me out in 
saying that bolii comc iii time of bat- 
tle. 
I take it moral courage comes in 
going into the battle, and the physical 
courage in staying in. 


And there are battles which arc just 
aa hard to go into and just as hard to 
stay in as the battles of arms; and if 
the man Avill but stay and think never 
of himnslf, there will come a time of 
grateful 
recollection 
Avhen 
men 
Avill 
speak of him not only Avith admiration 
but Avith that Avhich goes deeper, Avith 
afiection and Avith rcA'crence. 


So that this flag calls upon us daily 
for sprvicp and the more quiot and self- 
denying the service the greater the glory 
of tho flag. 
arc dedicated to free% 


dom, and that freedom means tho free- 
dom of the human spirit. 
All free spir- 
its ought to congregate on an occasion 
like this do homage to the greatness 
of America as illustrated by the great- 
ness of her sons.

GOAL AND WOOD.

Washington, D. C., May 
31.—"This 
very day, cxaestly 51 years ago on a 
bloody southern battlefield!'' 


That is what Col. John Lincoln Clem— 
"Littlest 
hero 
of 
the 
civil 
war"— 
and the only veteran of that tremendous 
conflict still in active service with the 
United States army—is thinking above 
all else on this memorial day; 1Ü15. 


Because Col. Qem is the lust living 
link connecting t))e present United States 
arniA- with the hcrioc armies whose fal- 
len brave we honor today; because this 
is the last Memorial day which will find 
this civil war veteran on the active ar- 
my list; becaiise Col. Clem as superin- 
tendent of national cemeteries, plays a 
leading role on the ground where Deco- 
ration day is celebrated with the great- 
est reverence and beauty, it has seem- 
ed to the Sentinel that his thoughts on 
the dav constitute its most litting ser- 
mon. 


'\Vliat memory will be uppermost in 
your mind, Colonel?" was the question 
I asked. 


And this famous soldier—who. at the 
age of 12. Avas the twice wounded vet- 
eran of one of the greatest campaigns 
of history—replied not w«th a tale of 
sanguinary adventure, but— 


My memory pictui'cs today what my 
kid eyes saw 51 years a/ro today,'' he 
smiled gentlly, "a soldier in blue and 
a soldier in gray shakinir liands like two 
lovinir comrades between the trenches. 
swappinfT tobacco and coffee. 
On the 
morrow they were to stab eacli other 
brutally with bayonets in a fierce hand- 
to-hand figfht for those very trenches. 
Yet what I like to think of first on Me- 
morial day is not the bloody fight, but 
that tender scene 
precedin<i it. w'hich 
showed me that, after all. man to man, 
wn soldiers of the north and of the south 
were friends and brothers always. 
We 
of the north hated 
that 
wliich they 
fought for, hut we did not liate them 
personally, nor tliey us. 


And that 
is most 
hallowed of mv 
memories on this Memorial day, for it 
brings back the thonplit that AVC who 
fought to kill pach other were really 
never enemies, 
ft was a war of cannon 
against fortress, or rifle against trench, 
but never of men against their brother 
man! 


"It is thp greatest tragedy of those 
bloody deaths we brought each other, 
not because of hatred for each other, 
but for the sake of principle, that wc 
must thini< of on this s:icre<l Memorial 
day is the semi-centennial year of peace 
witjiin the union!" 


Johnny Clem was only 10 years old 
whe?i he i-an away from his home in 
Newark. Ohio, and attached himself to 


"Little 
Johnny*' 
Clem 51 
Years Ago 
and Col 
Clem, 


the Twenty-second Michigan regiment. 
The oflicers tried to chasc him away, 
but the soldiers made him their pet, 
and mascot, and finally in May, 1S62, 
the colonel enlisted him. 


At Cliickamauga he was hero of a 
brilliant 
scene performed right imder 
the eyes of his union comrades, who 
were falling back 
rapidly. 
Johnny's 
poor little legs were very weary, and 
as he 
laggfMl 
behind, a confederate 
colonel galloped up to him. 
"Sin-render, 
you damned little Yankee devil!" he 
cried. . 


•Johnny's nerve never quivered. A sec- 
ond's resitation in wielding his mus- 
ket—he had abandoned 
the 
drum— 
would have meant death. But desperate- 
ly ho jnilled up the barrel and fired! 
The colonel to))pled headlong from his 


horse, and from the guns of hia men 
a storm of bullets rained over Johnny's 
Clem. 
Johnny's 
comrades on the hill 
saw tiieir heroic little soldier boy fall 
face downward. 
For hours thereafter 
the battle raged on. At dark the union 
forces rested. 
And suddenly into their 
bivouac crept Johnny Clem, unhurt, and 
showin" with tremendous pride his cap 
pierced by three bullet holes! 
Sham- 
ming death had saved him! 


It was for this deed that Gen. Thomas 
made the hero drummer boy a seargeant. 
And his impudent remark was: "General 
is that all you are going to make me?" 
Tn his later career, the 12-year-old sol- 
dier v.'as hit on the hip by part of a 
shell, wovuided in the ear while dispatch 
riding and once taken prisoner. 


WHien the war was over, Johnny Clem 
went to high school, and then entered 
the army as second lieutenant. 
He is 
now a colonel in the quartermaster de- 
partinent and on August 13 nc.xt, he 
will be Tetired for age, with the rank 
of brigadcr general.

canal auditor.

per cent, as against 20 per cent, at the 
end of February. 
The deficit of about 
20 per cent, incurred during the first 
eipht months of the waterway's opera- 
tion has been nearly eliminated and will 
be completely wiped out by .Tune 
30 
when the first year of operation 
will 
end, 


Nearly every month of the last nine 
have shown an increase in the tolls earn- 
ings.

Ciockroachcs carry dispascs. 
They are almost as dangerous as the 
house fly, to which medical research has 
traced tlie spread of germ diseases and 
through a campaign 
of publicity 
has 
educated the public to wage merciless 
war upon. 


Now science is camping upon the trail 
of the roach, liaving pronounced it a 
death-dealing agent. 


'Ware the .cockroach! 
Kill him 
at 
sight. 
He is a menace io your life and 
the lives of your children. 


Evidence as to roadies spreading oth- 
er diseases is less direct, but there is 
no doubt they play an important part 
in the dissemination of diphtheria, ton- 
silitis and tuberculosis, carrying the or- 
ganisms on their feet and in their in- 
testinal canals. 


Cockroaches overrun 
kitcli'ens, 
pan- 
tries, garbage heaps and decaying mat- 
ter, picking up partidos with their feet, 
or feelers, and dropping them later in 
another 
place. 
When 
hundreds 
and 
thousands of cockroaches do this, the 
amount of matter they carry from place 
to place is larger than 
the 
average 
housewife considers possible. 


Flourid 
of sodium will 
exterminates 
the cockroach. 


It is a dry, white powder, employed 
medicinally in doses of one grain. 
It 
is stated that a dose of 100 grains is 
fatal to human beings. 


As an experiment a test was made 
with sodium flourid and it completely 
freed a ship of roaches. 
But thirty-six 
pounds of the powder was 
used, as 
against 400 pounds of the exterminator 
which did not exterminate. 


Sodium flourid costs fifteen cents a 
pound and can be bought from your 
druggist. 


It should be so distributed that the 
roachcs will walk in it. 
A small quan- 
tity adheres to their feet or antenae 
and the insect cleanses them with its 
mouth. 


The powder, placed about in small 
heaps has no value. It slkould be spread 
in thin layers in runways where it will 
remain dry and powdery. With a blow- 
er it should be forced into cracks, pipe 
Jholes, spaces behind moulding, pantry 
shelves, cupboards and wherever cock- 
roaches are noticed traveling about. 


A whisk broom will be found adapt- 
able when spreading the powder over 
shelves and in drawers. 
In small quan- 
tities the powder is not dangerous, al- 
though when it is used in pantries it Is 
always best to scald dishes and pans 
before using them to wash off any par- 
ticles of the powder wUdi ini]^ht loake 
one sick.

"The cases of 
the 
Cushing and the 
Gulflight will be treated on the same 
principles. 
An 
investigation 
of both 
cases in progress, the result of which 
will presently be communicated to the 
embassy. The investigation can, if nec- 
essary, be supplemented by an interna- 
tional call on the international commis- 
sion of inquiry as provided by article 
III of The Hague agreement of October 
18, 1907. 


"When sinking 
the 
British steamer 
Falaba, the commander of the German 
submarine had the intention of allowing 
the passengers and crew a full oppoi- 
tunity for a safe escape. Only when the 
master did not obey the order to heave- 
to but fled, and 
summoned help 
by 
rocket signals, did 
the German 
com- 
mander order the crew and passengers 
by signals and megaphone to leave the 
ship within ten minutes. 
He actually 
allowed 
them 
twenty-three 
minutes' 
time, and fired the torpedo only when 
suspicious craft were hastening to the 
assistance of the Falaba. 


"Regarding the loss of life, by 
the 
sinking of the British passenger Lusi- 
tania the German government has al- 
ready expressed to the neutral govern- 
ments concerned, its keen regret 
that 
citizens of their states lost their lives. 


"On this occasion, the imperial gov- 
ernment cannot escape the 
impression 
that certain important facts having a 
direct bearing on 
the 
sinking of the 
Lusitania may have escaped the atten- 
tion of the American government. 


"In the interest of a clear and com- 
plete understanding, which is the aim 
of both governments, the imperial gov- 
ernment considers it first necessary to 
convince itself that the information ac- 
cessible to 
both 
governments 
about 
facts of the case is complete and in ac- 
cord. 


"The government of the United States 
proceeds on the assumption 
that 
the 
Lusitania could be regarded as an ordi- 
nary unarmed merchantman. 
The im- 
perial government allows itself in this 
connection to point out that the Lusi- 
tania was one of the largest and fastest 
British merchant ships, built with gov- 
ernment funds as an auxiliary cruiser, 
and carried 
expressly 
as 
such in the 
'navy list' issued 
by 
the British ad- 
miralty. 


"It is further known to the imperial 
government 
from 
trustworthy 
reports 
from its agents and neutral passengers 
that for a considerable period practical- 
ly all the more valuable British mer- 
chantmen have been equipped with can- 
non and ammunition and other weapons 
and manned with persons who have been 
specially trained in serving guns. 
The 
Lusitania, too, according to information 
received here, had cannon aboard, which 
were 
mounted 
and 
concealed 
belo-v 
decks. 


"The 
imperial 
government, 
further, 
has the honor to direct the particular 
attention of the American 
government 
to the fact that the British admiralty 
in a confidential instruction, 
issued 
in 
February, 1915, recommended its mer- 
cantile shipping not only to seek pro- 
tection under neutral flags and distin- 
guishing marks, but also, while thus dis- 
guised to attack German submarines Dy 
ramming. 
As a 
special incitation 
to 
merchantmen to destroy submarines, the 
British government 
also 
offered 
high 
prizes and 
has already paid such 
re- 
wards. 


"The imperial government, in view of 
these facts, indubitably known to it, is 
unable to regard British merchantmen in 
the zone of naval operations specified by 
the admiralty staff of the German navy, 
as 'undefended.' 
German 
commanders 
consequently are no longer able to ob- 
serve the customary regulations of the 
prize law, which they before always fol- 
lowed. 


"Finally, 
the 
imperial 
government 
must 
point out particularly that 
the 
Lusitania on its last trip as on earlier 
occasions carried Canadian 
troops 
and 
war 
materia], including 
no less 
than 
5,400 cases of ammunition intended for 
the destruction 
of the 
brave 
German 
soldiers who are fulfilling their 
duty 
with self-sacrifice and devotion in the 
fatherland's service. 
"The 
Gexmaa 
government 
believes 


that it was 
acting in" justified 
self- 
defense in seeking with all the means of 
warfare at its disposal to protect the 
lives of its soldiers by destroying am 
munition intended for the enemy. 


"The. British Shipping company must 
have been aware of the danger to which 
the 
passengers 
aboard 
the 
Lusitania 
were exposed under 
these 
cdnditions, 
The company in embarking them, not 
withstanding this attempted deliberate 
ly to use the lives of American citizens 
as protection for the ammunition aboard, 
and acted against the clear provisions of 
the American law, which expressly pro 
hibits the forwarding of x>assengers on 
ships carr3ring ammunition, and provides 
a 
penalty 
therefore. 
The 
company, 
therefore, is 
wantonly 
guilty 
of 
the 
death of so many passengers. 


"There can be no doubt, 
according 
to the definite report of the submarine':; 
commander, which is further confirmed 
by all other information, that the quick 
sinking of the Lusitania 
is primarily 
attributable to the explosion of the am- 
munition shipment caused by a torpedo 
The Lusitania's passengers would other- 
wise, in all human probability, 
have 
been saved. 


"The imperial government 
considers 
the above mentioned 
facts 
important 
enough to recommend them to the at 
tentive examination 
of the 
American 
government. 


"The imperial government, while with 
holding its final decision on the demands 
advanced in connection witli the sinking 
of the Lusitania until receipt of an an 
swer from the 
American 
government, 
feels impelled, in conclusion, to recall 
here and now, that it took cognizance 
with satisfaction of the mediatory pro 
posals submitted by the United States 
government to Berlin and London as a 
basis for a modus vivendi for conduct 
ing the maritime warfare between Get 
many and Great Britain. 
The imperial 
government by its readiness to enter up 
on a discussion of these proposals, then 
demonstrated its good intentions' in am 
pie fashion. 
The realization of 
these 
proposals was defeated, as is well known 
by the declinatory attitude of the Brit 
ish government.

The 
force of America is t h e force of a great 
moral principle and there is not

thing else t h a t she loA'es and there is 
not anything else for Avhich she will con- 
tend." 


This generation should read again the 
history of our nation, and look long and 
lovingly a t the faces of our great men 
as they rise from the glorious past. And 
remember,

the heroic dead 
have 
made pledges for them, and t h e spirit of 
those heroic times is not dead.

WHY GESMAIIVIIMDE

imperial German 
foreign secretary,

"The issues involved," said Herr von

forth in the note and in w h a t

they agree, before Ipoking for a direct 
answer to their communication. 


Leaves Way Open. 


"The American note, of course, leaves 
the way open for a preliminary discus- 
sion of 
the situation 
as suggested 
in 
the German note. 
I hope t h a t such a 
common basis of fact, once established, 
may serve as the ground Avork for fur- 
ther conversations." 


Replying to a question. Dr. von Jagow 
said t h a t Germany, from the outset, had

"The question of foodstuffs and raw 
materials," Ih*.

necessity 
for 
Germany, 
but

principle. 
Germany 
has 
shoAvn, I think, t h a t . i t cannot be starved 
out by Great Britain's embargo on fpod- 
stuffs. 
W e m a y be

"Germany, however,

the, altar of their country. Fifty years have rolled by since that 
great conflict ended and ushered in an era of peace, unbroken save 
for the brush with Spain in 1808, which happily did not approach in 
duration or magnitude or destructivencss the years of struggle out 


of which came our Decoration day. 


We think the gigantic clash of war now engulfing almost 


Europe must invest our Decoration day with a deeper significance 
than it has ever before possessed, and we think it must drive home 
to American hearts a new appreciation of the value of peace and of 
the hideous calamity that war inevitably brings. A new conflict 
would bring the American people each Decoration day year after 
year to strew flowers not alone upon the graves of those who now lie 
tilent, but upon the graves of those now in the full bloom of life, the 
strongest of present day young manhood and of countless boys who 
ire today yet tugging at their mothers' apron, strings. We think if 
the silent forms sleeping beneath flower-strewn mounds today could 
be given voice once more they would recount not the glories of war, 
but the blessings of peace. 


So as we pay to these heroes today the ungrudging tribute and 


kindle anew the fires of a patriotic memory that is sacred, let it be 
with a prayer not only that the memory of their deeds shall be an en- 
during one, but that the peace they won for American firesides shall 
continue unbroken.

versation a week later, and the. result 
was a letter, in which Mrs. Marvin ask- 
ed Franse if he was related to her. The 
childhood episodes she related were suf- 
ficient to convince Franse be ,had found 
his sister, and tlieir reunion followed. 


Franse tried to trace his relatives when 


he was released from 
prison after the 


war, hut when he, failerf, turned bis face 
to the. setting sun, and after a rancher's 
life in Idaho and South Dakota came 
to Stevenson. 


Submarine operations, it appears, are being conducted at a point

most sickening, and in truth it musst be said there is little prospec 
of improvement unless it is brought about by outside sources, whic 
means, of course, some action by your Uncle Samuel. 
One of th 


amazing phases of the Mexican turmoil has been that with produ 
live energy halted by continuous revolution the people have so long 
escaped actual starvation. Still another profound mystery-, is how 
the various factions Imve been able to finance the conflict through all 
these weary months—for it requires money to operate even the sort 
of warfare that has been gripping Mexico.

The aim of a refrigerator is the pres- 


ervation of food—not ice. 


This is only done, when the tempera- 


ture is low enough and dry enough to 
retard the action of bacteria; the lower 
the temperature the more successfully 
this can be done.

of gases,

have been aware of the danger to which 
the passengers aboard 
the- Lusitania 


were exposed under these 
conditions. 


The company in embarking them, not- 
withstanding this attempted deliberate- 
ly to use the lives of American citizens 
as protection for the ammunition aboard, 
and acted against the clear provisions of 
the American law, which expressly pro- 
hibits the forwarding of passengers on 
ships carrying ammunition, and provides 
a 
penalty therefore. 
The company, 


therefore, is wantonly guilty of the 
death of so many passengers. 


"There can be no doubt, according 


to the definite report of the submarine's 
commander, which is further confirmed 
by all other information, that the quid: 
sinking of the Lusitania is primarily 
attributable to the explosion of the am- 
munition shipment caused by a torpedo. 
The Lusitania's passengers would other- 
wise, in all human probability, have 
been saved. 


"The imperial government considers 


the above mentioned 
facts 
important 


enough to recommend them to the at- 
tentive examination 
of the 
American 


government. 


The imperial government, while with- 


holding its final decision on the demands 
advanced in connection with the sinking 
of the Lusitania until receipt of an an- 
swer from the American government, 
feels impelled, in conclusion, to recall 
here and now, that it took cognizance 
with satisfaction of the mediatory pro- 
posals submitted by the United States 
government to Berlin and London as a 
basis for a modus vivendi for conduct- 
ing the maritime warfare between Ger- 
many and Great Britain. 
The imperial 


government by its readiness to enter up- 
on a discussion of these proposals, then 
demonstrated its good intentions in am- 
ple fashion. 
The realization of these 


proposals was defeated, as is well known 
by the declinatory attitude of the Brit- 
ish government,

Memorial Day Puts Us in 
Touch With Wonderful Past 


Rev. C. Claud Travis in Me- 


morial Day Address Tells 


of Mighty Heritage Stir- 
ring Days of War Gave to 
United States. 


Rev. C. Claud Travis, pastor of the 


Wayne ' Street 
Methodist Episcopal 


church, delivered'the memorial address 
at the services conducted at the Ma- 
jestic theater, Sunday afternoon. 
He 


gpoke in part as follows: 


It may seem almost incredible to 


many of you, so swift has been the wing 
of time,'that over fifty yeara have pass- 
ed since that eventful April morning 
Trhen a flash' and hoarse roar from the. 
cannon mouth told erf the bombardment 
of UVwt Sumpter and announced the be- 
ginning of a most terrible conflict. 


Many things, have transpired since 


'th»t day.- • "Grim • visagcd 
war 
has 


smoothed his wrinkled front." Long ago 
God'g grass has ' healed over the scars 
that cannon, balls had made, but still 
the southern fields are-billowy with the 
graves of the country's dead. Neither 
time nor events have availed to dimin- 
ish the importance of that day nor to 
lessen the value of this Memorial day. 


If wo read the pages of the past we 


reeopiize at once that whenever any na- 
tion has gone through .a period of stress 
and of grievious peril everything that 
has been best and yet latent in the 
genius of the people has suddenly come 
forth in its strength. This becomes a 
nation's heritage. 


Great wars like great mountain ranges 


need perspective and distance to be fully 
appreciated. 
Standing one day under 


the -great dome.of St. "Peter's at Rome 
one sees huge blotches of crimson— greal 
red splashes and what seems to be mean- 
ingless daubs of yellow-and blue.-but 
•when.you make -our way 300 feet be 
low suddenly the d.iubs arc-lost in the 
features of a saint and that which seem 
cd to be meaningless becomes beautiful 
The events of the civil war are no long 
er a succession of battles and of march 
ing and siege, advance ami retreat. W. 
begin to see the place all this has h»( 
5n our'national life and these soldier

Savages have no splendid 
Jemorial day. For they have no sacred 
past. 


That terrible internecine 
struggle 


which threatened to destroy our nation 
lot only has been the means of settling 
wpver great issues, but has been the 
means of vitalizing and energizing our 
institutions. That crisis produced great 
men. 
Emergencies put men upon their 


mettle, calling ilrth all their latent pos- 
sibilities. 
The civil war gave to the 


world two of the six greatest soldiers. 
The civil war gave to the world three 
of the greatest orators. The civil war 
gave to the world one of the six great- 
est statesmen—Abraham Lincoln. 


When we call the roll of the one hun- 


dred men who lead our history at Ifasi 
one-half of them belong to the cpocV 
of that rebellion. 
Memorial day puts 


us in touch with a wonderful past and 
points to a glorious future. 


Religious Significance. 


But what is the meaning and message 


which has been brought to this genera 
t-ion from those events of fifty vears 
ago?

As a man whose life work would not 


urally impel! him to seek the religion 
elements in history. 1 am led to" sec 
in this great conflict a religious signifi 
cancc: 


(1) It was a time when the natioi 


drew near to God in prayer. The boy 


from every village and town enlisUd and 
.marched nwuy tu Uie throb of drums 
under the fluttering flags, but the folks 
\vlio were left at home; the fathers and 
mothers and RWL'utliearU.nnd wives, re- 
lumed to their silent tusks mid sought 
relief from grief ami burden and anxiety 
iu prayer. 
When the imperfect news 


that a great battle was ruging came to 
the loved you had left at home, whut 
did they do? You know! They prayed! 
It seemed at first the tide went against 
the north, you recall the disaster at Hull 
Run. 
People cried, "Hath God forgotten 


the cause of the poor and the slave?"— 
then Gcttesbui-fj, and the tide turned 
back. 
Jleiule began tn drive back the 


victorious hosts of Lee ami henceforth 
the wave of battle flecked with flame 
rolled southward. 


That tall man. upon whose heart rest- 


ed the heavy burden, found courage and 
inspiration and strength in prayer. 
It 


was Lincoln's refuge. 
One illustration 


will prove this point. The battle of An- 
lictam was fought September IT, (he 
cabinet wns called the next day and the 
emancipation proclamation laid before 
them by the president. They hesitated 
to take thut stop. 
Then -Mr. Lincoln 


said: "fioiitlemen. I have promised my 
God that I will do this!" At which Sec- 
retary Chase said: "Do F understand you. 
Mr. President?" "Yes," replied 
Lin- 


coln, "I have made a solemn vow to my 
God that if Lee should be driven back 
rom Pennsylvania I would crown the 
event by the freedom of the slaves." On 
September 2'2 that proclamation was is- 
sued. 
And Lincoln w:is true 
to 
his 


prayer-vow to the Almighty. 


Hut tho pi-op!<: have been" taught that 


;he righteous God overrules events in 
the interest of the greatest good and 
ughest justice. The southern soldiers 
had been drilled by Callioun for thirty 
years in the doctrine of state sovereign- 
ty. As Webster had drilled our fathers 
in tho north in the doctrine of national 
sovereignty. 
Stonewall Jackson believ- 


ed in the. cause for which he fought with 
all the ardor and enthusiasm of a cru- 
sader. 


Committed Cause to God. 


When his soldiers encamped along the 


Rappahantiock it was like a camp meet- 
ing' or a religious revival. They com- 
mitted their cause to God. And when 
their cause was lost they believed that 
tod had decided against them and thov 
said. It is the will ,,f God!'' 


We are reminded this day of patriot- 


ism, without which no nation as a nn- 
tion can long endure. 


These processions of man-bin.* white 


haired men-these fluttering flngs-thcsc 
unveiled statues-this martial music- 
these memories of the. past, is not the 
tribute which victory pays to vnnitv and 
pride. 
Wise men know- this day and 


celebration nourishes patriotism, quick- 
ens civic and national loyality "and de- 
votion to duty. 
Dr. Samuel • Johnson 


once said. "Patriotism is the-last resort 
of scoundrels." Johnson might make a 


dictionary, but be did not know 
inclining of that wurd. 


When patriotism waiirs in a nation 


death has set in. How proud we should 
bi; of our America. In material resources 
a wonderland. Fitted to bo the home of 
three hundred million people; we could 
put Germany and France and Italy with- 
in the state of Texas. We could drop 
the yellow Tiber in the Missouri and it 
would scarcely make a splash. We have 
(Wtton enough to clothe the world: gold 
enough to finance the world; coal enough 
to warm the world; room enough to 
home the world. But our chief asset 
as a people is not our wealth in miner- 
als or soil, but in men. Men with great 
souls who love liberty, and hate despot- 
ism; 
who need not kneel to kings be- 


cause they themselves are royal. 


Day Means Peace.' 


But this day means one thing more— 


it menns pence. One felt that the peo- 
ple would never recover from the aw- 
ful shock of civil way. But, men, 
the 


north and the south turned again to weld 
the shattered nation into strong unity. 
In this work o£ half a century they have 
succeeded. 
• President Wilson in a recent speech 
sounded the keynote when he said, in 
reference to the battleships on the oc- 
cusion of the naval parade: "These quiet 
ships lying in the river have no sugges- 
tion of bluster about them, no intima- 
tion of aggression. They arc command 
ed by men thoughtful of duty of citizens 
as well as the duty of officers—men ac- 
quainted with the traditions of the great 
service to which they belong—men who 
know by the touch with the people of 
the United States what sort of purposes 
they ought to entertain and what sort 
of discretion they ought to exercise in 
order to use those engines of force as 
engines to promote the interests of hu- 
manity. For the interesting and inspir- 
ing thing about America is that she asks 
nothing for herself except what she has 
a right to ask for humanity itself. We 
want no nation's property;" we wish to 
question no nation's hono'r; we wish to 
stand selfishly in the way of no nation: 
we want nothing that we cannot get by 
our own legitimate enterprise -and by 
the inspiration of our own example. The 
force of America is the force of a great 
moral principle and there is not any- 
thing else that she loves and there 'is 
not anything else for which she will con- 
tend." 


This ceneration should read again the 


history of our nation, and look long and 
lovingly at the faces of our great men 
as they rise from the glorious past And 
remember, that the heroic dead have 
made pledges for them, and f hc spirit of 
those heroic times is not dead.' 


Seeks Common Basis of 
Fact Before Final Deci- 


sion Says Von Jagow. 


Berlin, May 30.—(Via, London, May 


31, 3:30 a. in.)—Gottlieb von Jagow, the 
imperial German foreign secretary, to- 
day received the correspondent of the 
Associated Press aud outlined the rea- 
sons which impelled the German gov- 
ernment to send an ad interim note to 
the United States government, instead 
of a final and definite reply. 


"The issues involved," said Herr Ton 


Jagow, "are of such importance and the 
views in regard to the Lusitanin. show 
such variance, that the German govern- 
ment believed it essential to attempt to 
establish a common basis of fact before 
entering into a discussion of the issues 
involved. 


"We hope and trust that the Ameri- 


can government will take the same view 
of.the case and let us know in what 
points their understanding of-the facts 
differ from the German viewpoint, as set 
forth in the note and in what points 
they agree, before looking for a direct 
answer to their communication. 


Leaves Way Open. 


"The American note, of course, leaves 


the way open for a preliminary discus- 
sion of the situation as suggested in 
the German note. I hope that such a. 
common basis of fact, once established; 
may serve as the ground work for fur- 
ther conversations." 


Replying to a question, Dr. von Jagow 


said that Germany, from the outset, had 
been willing to abandon her submarine 
war against merchantmen in response to 
a return by Great Britain to the regu- 
lations 
of 
war regarding contraband 


generally accepted before the war, the 
specific condition being the lifting of i 
the embargo on foodstuffs and ^>,w inn- 
terial now on the list of conditional | 
contraband. It was not Germany's, but 


Analogy Does Not Apply. 


"The analogy of the. besieged fortress 


does not apply to Germany. The resi- 
dent who settled in a fortress docs so 
cognizant of the risk and a-ware that he 
can leave before the. siege begins; but 
there is no precedent for the siege of 
tho civilian population, of a whole na- 
tion in its own land with no possibility 
of escape. 
Germany will fight such an 


unjustified method of war with all the 
means at her disposal." 


Dr. von Jagow said he had absolutely 


no information regarding the American 
steamer Nebraskan, which was damaged 
by an explosion in the Irish seat last 
week. 


"The Nebraakan, in any event," 15r 


von Jagow said, 
"was not torpedoec 


with design by a 
German submarine 


The German policy regarding neutra 
shipping even in the war zone, had beei 
enunciated clearly. There was no inten 
tion of attacking neutral ships." 


"Are you an optimist or a pessimis 


regarding the German-American situa 
tion?" the correspondent nsked as 


was taking his leave of the foreign min- 
ster. 


"How 'can I. tell you bow our note 


will be received?" replied Dr. Ton Ja- 
gow. "I have no means of couvnrunicat- 
lig with the ambassador at Washing- 
ton, or of gauging public sentiment. 
Wireless communication is limited" and 
rather unsatisfactory. There are no 
means for cabling and the open wire- 
less messages we are Bending are read, 
or interfered with by Britbh. stations. 
We are virtually cut off from Amerioa 
and are working in the dark." •
